ployment, President Harding declar­ 
ed today in asking tile senate to de­ 
lay action <>n the soldier bonus mea­ 
sure. 
“ It is unthinkable that the admin­ 
istration could reduce tax burdens 
lr the treasury is committed to any 
obligations of from three to five bil­ 
lion dollars,” he said. 
President Harding confessed “dis- 
appointment ” that “so little had lice ii 
done toward reduction of war time 
taxes.” Harding declared he would 
be 
ash a mod 
if the republic would 
fail to do ils duty 
to those 
who 
fought in the world war, hut warn­ 
ed that immediate 
action 
on this 
measure would mean the expense of 
billions to grot duties. 
Ile recited huge expenditures al­ 
ready made through tho* 
war 
risk 
bureau for disabled 
soldiers 
and 
promised more at a time more con­ 
venient. 
Three things are essential f o r re­ 
turn to normalcy, the president said. 
1 —Lower taxes. 
2—Refunding of the war debt. 
3—Adjustment of foreign loans. 
“The over burdening of tile treas­ 
ury now means possible disaster in 
the years immediately before us,” 
lilt* president warned. “ Merest pru­ 
dence c a l l s out in warning.”

Appraisement of personal property 
in Rus Ii county will come up lie fore 
the state board of tax commissioners 
for consideration at a meeting lo 
be held in Indianapolis Wednesday, 
July 29.

The board, it announced, will not 
attempt to hear individual assess­ 
ments or appeals or certifications 
from the county hoards of review, but 
will consider only whether the* per­ 
sonal property a s a whole has been 
assessed too high or too low by local 
assessing officers.

The attention of township trus­ 
tees and school teachers has been 
called to three distinctive features of 
the new rulin relative to teachers’ 
contracts and licenses for the coming 
school term. Three provisions espec­ 
ially are radical 
changes as com­ 
pared with the old methods and art 
as follows: 
1. All teachers must have valid li­ 


c e n s e s at tile time of contracting and 
licenses must be filed with the town- 


h i p trustee or the secretary of 
the 
s c h o o l board when contract is made. 
2. All licenses must be recorded in 
the office of the county superinten­ 
dent of schools, whether the licenses 
be state or county, or are used in 
the township, town o r city schools. 
3. Substitute teachers must 
he 
paid by tlx* trustee or school hoard. 
No teacher is allowed to pay a sub­ 
tonic. The substitute teacher must 


Told a valid license which must la* 
on file in the same manner a s re- 
l ii ired of a regular teacher. 
Other changes were 
made iii tho 
r u l i n g s by tlx* state board of educa­ 
tion and the s t a t e board of accounts, 
but it is pointed out that tlx* above 
three 
should 
la* noticed especially 
well bv the trustees and teachers. 
Tn former years a teacher could 
apply to the township trustee or the 
school 
board aud secure employ­ 
ment by stating that he or she held 
a teachers’ license. The more strin­ 
gent ruling reipiires that the license 
la* filed with either the trustee or the 
secretary of the school board when 
Hie contract is 
made, 
while every 
teacher in Rush county must record 
their license with the county super­ 
intendent. 
The rather loose method of for­ 
merly allowing a teacher to secure 
and p a y a substitute teacher is also 
to he stopped under the new rules. 
The trustee or school board alone 
can pay the substitute, who is 
re­ 
quired to la* in the same standing as 
a regular teacher. 
Another ruling to which tho a t­ 
tention of school officials was also 
<*alled today concerns the issuance 
of temporary teaching permits. Those 
cannot la* issued until alter the Aug­ 
ust examination and permit teaching 
until the October examination.

Crippled Soldier Was Approached by 
Retainer Who Was Command­ 
ed to Gather up Invalids 


KAISER SHARP REPLY 


After 
Conversation 
With 
Kaiser 
Cripple Hobbled Off. Leaving His 
Majesty Ashen White 


Berlin, (Bv Mail to United Press) 
— The w ar historian who painted tile 
Kaiser as a near-God, as a hero, ov­ 
erlooked 
tins tale— the story of a 
w ar-wounded man who scorned His 
M ajesty 
and 
told 
him coldly and 
plainly truths he had never before 
heard from a “ subject.” 
This happened 
in the summer of 
July, 1916, when the bitterness of 
the populace against the government 
was first beginning 
to make itself 
felt. The Kaiser, living comfortably 
in Sans Souci palace 
a t Potsdam, 
had seen little of the horrible strug­ 
gle “out there in the field.” He felt 
the need to get into touch with the 
people, so he commanded his retain­ 
ers to gather up some visitors pre­ 
ferably w ar invalids in the park. 
The retainer went on the esareh. 
One invalid was there. His mood was 
bad. 
The weather was too hot and 
his leg— shot off below the knee for 
the Fatherland— pained him. 
The retainer approached. 
“ Come with me, please,” he said. 
“His M ajesty 
wants 
to speak to 
you.” 


“With m e?” responded the invalid. 
“Ile doesn’t know me.” 
“ His M ajesty wishes to sea a war 
wounded,” said the retainer.” 
“Then let him go out to the laz­ 
arets," retorted the invalid. 
“ There 
or on tile front he can see them in 
heaps, and lie needn’t worry about 
their crying ‘hurrah.’ ” 
“His M ajesty will give you some­ 
thing—probably IOO m arks,” 
said 
the retainer enticingly.

That was some months ag o , 
yet a number of these distress c a s ­ 
es must still he cared for. ’Phis re ­ 
quires money, and we get nothing 
from the British for such work.

sustained throughout the country is
